At a recent meeting of Atlanta 

Kiwanis Club, James A. Forhock, |

committee on agriculture, outlined | 
the main points of a program de- 
veloped for his committee at the 
recent Kiwanis International coun- 
cil meeting in Chicago. | 

Members of clubs, and particular- 
ly those located in cities surrounded | 
by a large agricultural area, were 
urged to familiarize themselves with 
farm problems and legislation, bring 
farmers into meetings where mat-, 
ters of importance could be dis- 
cussed, induce farmers to produce | 
their own food and feed, and grow | 
crops that could be sold locally. 

It is an encouraging sign of 
sounder conditions in future that a 
great civic organization should map 
out a program to bring urban and 
rural people together for their mu- 
tual benefit. For years The Constitu- 
tion has urged an extension of the 
‘‘live-at-home”’ program from. the 
farms to towns and cities. The 
tarmer can and will raise foodstutts 
to supply the population of his 
nearest market, provided there is a) 
ale for them, and the most Satis- 
factory method of encouraging this 
needed development of the state's 
agriculture is for the businessmen 
of towns and cities to provide mar- 
ket establishments where the pro- 
ducer may dispose of his products 
in large lots to local dealers, or by 
retail sales to consumers, 

The all-cotton program of the 
past half-century was disastrous to 
the entire state, urban as well as 
rural; the farmer raised cotton and 
little foodstuff, and as a result the 
urban population had to look to the 
north and west for the great bulk 
of the necessities of life. We are 
now in the process of slowing down 
these importations and encouraging 
seuthern farmers to produce good 
foodstuffe in such volume that we 
can keep’ at home the hundreds of | 
millions that go out of the section 
to pay for what can be produced as 
well or better in Georgia and other 
southern states. 

Civic clubs, such as Kiwanis, Ro-

NEWS BEHIND THE NEWS 


BY PAUL MALLON. 


FUTURE WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Best business seers here feel 
reasonably certain the current general improvement will 
} continue through December. They are doing no guessing beyond that. 
What they will not say, but seem to sense, is that a moderate readjust- 
ment reaction is likely after the turn of the year. But all. their trusted 
harbingers of 1936 suggest there is no logical way for business to go 
into 1936 but up. For instance, the new force behind the current uplift 
is the improvement in the heavy goods (iron, steel, metals, lumber, glass, 
the things which go into machinery, building, furniture, automobiles). 
This improvement can be traced broadly to new general bestirring of 
demand for that type of goods. Two opposite lines of it are notable, 
automobiles and residential building. Autos may be reaching a new year 
peak, but building certainly is not. It is still so low that its major influ- 
ence on general business uplift is certainly all ahead of it. 


CONFIDENCE If you will trace these two examples to the full 

depth of their roots, you will find that both spring 
from increasing confidence. Purchasers of homes and autos are suffi- 
ciently confident of their existing income to create a stronger buying 
demand. Builders of homes and autos see a prospect of profit, are be- 
coming more confident in planning their production. This tendency has 
been noted in autos before, but not until comparatively recently in build- 
ing or in other corresponding heavy lines (machine tools, agricultural 
implements, cash registers). 

This buying and profit confidence is not yet solidly normal. The 
only thing which might reasonably be expected to hinder its growth 
next year, however, would be something nationally depressing. 

A lot of such possibilities exist, but they have been generally recog- 
nized for a long time (unbalanced budget, bonus, monetary situation, 
Townsend movement). No one seems to be much excited about them. 
At least, the growth of confidence has been accomplished straight in the 
face of them. 


CHART A balanced view of the way things are going now may be 

gained from the monthly business chart used by government 

officials and economists. It shows a continuous improvement in all lines 
since May, as follows: 

(Note—Each figure is seasonally adjusted and represents the per- 

centage of normal activity existing at the times stated. Normal is 100 

based on the averages for the three years 1923-25.)

EMPLOYMENT The growth of employment and pay rolls in the 
heavy goods industries lately is a significant step, 
because that is where the bulk of unemployment lies. 

Miss Perkins’ Bureau: of Labor statistics has figures indicating that 
employment in durable goods averaged about 75 per cent this October 
and about 63 a year ago; pay rolls about 66 this October, compared 
with 46 last year. | 

The non-durables show 96.4 per cent employment this October, as 
compared with 95 last October. Their pay rolls were 86.2 this October, 
as compared with 79.6 last year. 

The purchasing power improvement of the last year has therefore 
been mainly in durables. There is plenty of room left for improvement 
in that line.

RAILS Some economists have a reasonable. new theory that the rail- 

roads will come back also when the durables recover fully. 
The basis of this theory is that the durable goods are not carried by truck, 
bus and airplane. Only the railroads haul the bulk of steel, iron, 
lumber, etc. 

The theory seems to be beginning to work out slightly. At least the 
recent improvement in car loadings is attributable partly to increased 
production and partly to the increased movement of agricultural goods. 

The railroads lost money. until September. Their nine-month loss 

was double that of a year ago. But in September they made a profit, 
which is going to be increased in October. 
PRICES An interesting thing about the stock market rise is that it 
has been accomplished without any corresponding increase 
in general prices. The most recent private computation indicates that 
stock market prices are up about 38 per cent since last March. The 
index of wholesale prices is almost the same as last March; they are up 
exactly nine-tenths of one point. 

The only change in industrial prices lately has been toward firming. 

If inflation has anything to do with general prices, there would seem 
to be little of it in the existing situation; at least little has been added 


since March.

: x 30.—The parade of 
Of Soldiers. the wooden soldiers, 
officially known as 
the Ceremony of the Keys, is held 
Wednesday evening at sundown at the 
landport gate of the fortress of Gi- 
braltar. It is a needless reminder to 
the scrubby and harmless Spaniards 
who are permitted to work at menial 
jobs in the English settlement of the 
carelessness by which their own na- 
tion lost the key to the Mediterranean 
and the Eastern seas. 

It is also a perfect demonstration 
of the robot nature of the thoroughly 
disciplined soldier. The ceremony of 
the keys has become today merely an 
expression of the little boy character 
of the professional man of arms, 


In the beginning it was not a cere- 
mony but a practical precaution. ‘he 
British took Gibraltar in 1704 by 
landing suddenly and walking right in. 
In the same year and again in 177 
the Spaniards tried to take it back. 
The second attempt was a three-year 
siege, but Sir George Eliott always 
kept the gates locked. 

After the siege Sir George wished 
to impress on all his subordinates and 
successors the importance of locking 
the gates at night and keeping the 
keys in a safe place. So he wore them 
on his sword belt and appointed as 
sergeant keeper of the keys. The ser- 
geant was accompanied on his rounds 
by an armed guard. Having turned 
the keys in the locks, he returned to 
the governor's house and handed them 
over to the governor, who put them 
back in his belt. 

In the years since then the gates 
have become merely historical land- 
marks, for the fortifications have 
been moved up the rock and the Span- 
jiards have acknowledged the futility of 
trying to recapture Gibraltar.

If It Is Right To Hurt the Enemy, Anything 
- That Hurts Him Is Right

Two life-long friends, hunting in the Rocky mountains, were follow- 
ing a trail up the face of a cliff when one of them slipped and fell, 
A narrow shelf of rock caught him 50 feet below and he lay there in a 
crumpled heap, his back broken and his body bent double, imploring 
his friend to shoot him. | 

He was hurt beyond all hope of recovery. His friend could not reach 
him. And they were a three days’ journey from the nearest habitation. 
There was no choice except that between a quick and merciful death 
and death a little while later in fearful agony. 

What should the friend have done in a case like that? 

Mark Twain, describing a fire on a river steamboat, tells of a man 
who was caught under fallen timbers and held there, uninjured but help- 
less, while the heat became unbearable and drove his would-be rescuers 
away. He begged them in mercy to kill him, but they waited for the 
flames to do it and kept their hands clean. 

Was that the right thing to do? 

Since an English doctor confessed the killing of five “incurables,” 
doctors and laymen have been debating the right and wrong of killing 
people who are doomed to life-long torture and do not wish to live. 
mae a question that civilization has already answered without real- 
zing it. 

The common conscience of mankind declares it a sin and a crime 
for any private person to take the life of another. 

But it also assumes that the law, whether it be the will of a king 
or the will of the people, can take the curse from homicide. 

Thus the law, in the person of a hangman, can take the life of a 
criminal guilty of a capital offense, and the law, in the person of a 
deputy sheriff or a doughboy, can take the life of a person who is called 
an enemy of the country, and neither killing is considered wrong. 

Therefore, homicide is blameless if the law sanctions it, and we need 
only pass the right laws to justify killing the incurable, the imbecile 
the unfit and the ornery. rit 

There is no escaping the logic of it. If a thing fundamentally wrong 
cannot be made right by law, then it is murder to kill criminals and 
enemies. And if the law’s approval can make any killing right, then the 
killing of cripples would be right if a brutal law approved it.

Will It Be Apple or Orange 


or Pepper Cabbage Slaw? 


By FLORENCE La GANKE. 


Cabbage is a plain everyday sort 
of vegetable that used to be consid- 
ered a filler in or a food for people 
on low incomes. But lo and behold, 
food chemists and nutritionists discov- 
ered that cabbage had many virtues. 
It was rich in vitamins. It possessed 
mineral salts in abundance, it  fur- 
nished plenty of woody fiber or cellu- 
lose. Immediately the stock of cab- 
bage rose in the food world. 

Then some good cook discovered 
that it had always been boiled too 
long in cooking. Fifteen to twenty 
minutes cooked almost any cabbage 
to the point where it had good looks, 
flavor and a pleasing crunchiness that 
was far removed from the old over- 
cooked and slippery mass. 

But, by and large, people like to 
use raw or uncooked cabbage in sal- 
ads. That sentence set Nancy to 
thinking of all the ways in which she 
could use the vegetable in salad. She 
knew that a boiled dressing combined 
more happily with it than mayon- 
naise or a French dressing. Oil 
seems to make the pieces of raw cab- 
bage unpleasantly slippery. 

Nancy preferred to chop the 
cabbage rather than to_ shred it. 
Eating is easier when the pieces 
are small. She combined cabbage 
with fresh, raw chopped apple for 
one g004 dish.
